SACRAMENTO <UB—The Senate 
Interim Committee on Social Wel­ 
fare last week recommended legisla­ 
tion designed to curb state assist­ 
ance payments to persons living 
outside of California. 
It also cited cases where families 
were getting aid In California who 
didn’t need it. The committee rec­ 
ommended making property stand­ 
ards uniform and setting up an en­ 
forcement division to see that 
ehiselers are prosecuted. 
The committee pointed out that 
California has continued payments 
to some persons who have lived in 
other states for six years. It said it 
concluded such persons preferred 
California’s assistance payments be­ 
cause they were higher than those 


also provides that no state aid shall 
be given to anyone living outside 
California for five years. 


The report said that because of 
conflicting laws many families are 
receiving aid who are not in need. 
The committee said that in one 
instance a family was receiving chil­ 
dren’s aid although the family own­ 
ed and operated three “late model, 
medium priced automobiles.” 
“It is of vital importance,M the 
committee said, “to establish uni­ 
formity.” 
The committee recom­ 
mended that a single standard of 
personal and real property be set­ 
up tor all types of aid. It recom­ 
mended a basic rate of $600 in per­ 
sonal property and $3000 in real 
property.

California's 
Capitol Week

SACRAMENTO (U.PJ—'The Senate 
Interim Committee on Social Wel­ 
fare last week recommended legisla­ 
tion designed to curb state assist­ 
ance payments 
to persons living 
outside of California. 
It also cited cases where families 
were getting aid In California who 
didn’t need it. The committee rec­ 
ommended making property stand­ 
ards uniform and setting up an en­ 
forcement division to 
see that 
chiselers are prosecuted. 
The committee pointed out that 
California has continued payments 
to some persons who have lived in 
other states for six years. It said It 
concluded such persons preferred 
California’s assistance payments be­ 
cause they were higher than those 
paid In their new homes. 
Charlee X. Schottland, social wel­ 
fare director, said California pays 
nearly a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars a year to persons who do not 
Uve In the state. 
Schottland said that under present 
law pensioner need only maintain a 
legal residence in California and his 
check will be m a i l e d to him 
wherever he Is. 
The senate committee cited three 
examples. In one case a recipient 
of old age security left California in 
April, 1945. He has since lived con­ 
tinuously in Sharon, Penn. But he 
continues to get a regular monthly t 
aid payment of $70.60 from Califor- i ¡ 
nía. 
Another example was that of a 
person who has been getting $85 a 
month in blind aid payments al­ 
though living in Mount Vernon, N. 
Y„ since June, 1945. 
The third example was that of a 
woman who receives a $75 a month 
payment despite the fact she has 
lived with her daughters in Chicago 
since leaving California In October, 
1945. 
Senator -Fred Weybret, R,, Sa­ 
linas, who Is chairman of the com­ 
mittee, said the average payment in 
Pennsylvania Is $39.94, In New York 
$53.96, and in Illinois the average 
payment is $44.26. 
As a result the committee recom­ 
mended a bill be passed that would 
declare anyone living outside the 
state for a year to have changed his 
residence. 
The recommended bill 


also provides that no state aid shall 
be given to anyone living outside 
California for five years. 
a a a 
The report said that because of 
conflicting laws many families are 
receiving aid who are not in need. 
The committee said that in one 
instance a family was receiving chil­ 
dren’s aid although the family own­ 
ed and operated three “late model, 
medium priced automobiles/' 
“It is of vital importance,” the 
committee said, “to establish uni­ 
formity.” 
The committee recom­ 
mended that a single standard of 
personal and real property be set­ 
up for all types of aid. It recom­ 
mended a basic rate of $600 in per­ 
sonal property and $3000 in real 
property. 
The committee said its investiga­ 
tions showed persons were getting 
aid even when their real estate and 
personal property exceeded the cur­ 
rent limitations. 
In one case cited, the committee 
said, a pensioner was getting state 
aid even though he had a savings 
account of $9,990.

Gate Bridge 


Hits New High 


Golden Gate bridge traffic swelled 
to new record totals last month, as 
720,467 vehicles swarmed across the 
span in the heaviest January traffic 
to date, Auditor Charles D. Hudson 
announced today in his monthly re­ 
port. 
Automobiles made up most of the 
increase of »8,010 over January of 
1950, probably due to the cut in 
individual tolls from 50 cents to 40 
put through last fall Nevertheless 
$276,656.55 poured into toll gate cof­ 
fers, a shade under the January to­ 
tal of $293,592.42 for the year before 
Buses showed the only drop from 
January, 1950, falling by 421. The 
Bow of buses has dwindled steadily 
since 1949; this year’s drop w 
much smaller than that of a year 
ago, when bus traffic fell by 1,924 
An average day last month saw 
20.537 passenger cars rolling across 
the bridge, ranging from a high of 
28.872 for Sunday, January 28, to 
only 17,225 for Thursday, January 18 
Though January of 1950 showed 
an increase of 8,180 over that of a 
year before, last month’s figure was 
12 times greater. 
Truck traffic rose by more than 
10,000, compared with an Increase 
of less than a thousand for January, 
1950. 
Total traffic across the Golden 
Gate bridge since it opened in May 
of 1937 was 70,760,882 on January 
21, 1951. 
Revenue has been $40,- 
868,049.09 since the 1937 opening.

Jp' #.'; ’ 
Studied In Boston 


* BOSTON (A")—Thinking processes 
r-especially * those of geniuses—may 
be better understood through brain 
j*ave studies underway here at Mas­ 
sachusetts General Hospital. 
I Checks have been made of three 
noted mathematicians, Profs. Al­ 
bert Einstein and J. Von Neumann 
of the Institute for Advanced 
Studies in Princeton. N. J , and 
Prof. Norbert Wiener of Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology. 
A new technique for reoordlng the 
base of the'brain has widened the 
scope 
of 
electroencephalographic 
étudiés. It has been developed by 
Drs. Alejandro P. Arellano Z. of 
the medical school of San Marcos 
University, lima, Pern, and P. D. 
Mae 
Or. Arellano is conducting the 
reeearch project as a fellow of the 
U. 8. Public Health Service. Dr. 
Jtobert S. Schwab Is director of the 
hospital's brain wave laboratory. 
Tests of brain wave electrical 
potentials of the three geniuses— 
taken while thinking and also while 
at rest—generally showed differen­ 
ces from the average. 
In a report to the Eastern Asso­ 
ciation of Electroencephalographers, 
Dr. Arellano said ti i differences in 
these patterns “may suggest that 
there are different ‘scanning me­ 
chanisms* present In the brain.” 
, These various scanning mechan­ 
isms and the ability to use them 
properly, he said, “may play an 
Important role in the patterns of 
the process of thinking 
"Brightness and originality, créa- ! 
tlve and Abstractive thinking, might ! 
be associated with—or facilitated by 
»-certain different scanning me­ 
chanisms.” 
According to the theory this scan­ 
ning mechanism switched from one 
group of brain oella to another dur- 


lng the thinking process—much like 
a radar scanner. 
Very active brains—such as Ein­ 
stein’s while thinking of his theory 
of relativity for example—do this 
scanning very rapidly. 
This technique consists in placing 
electrodes closest to the so-called 
"old” brain regions, which are in­ 
volved in the mechanism of emo­ 
tional expression. They probably 
record the potentials which oome 
from those areas. 
Whether the studies win eventual­ 
ly help in spotting geniuses 
by 
checking brain wave patterns is 
not known. 
The technique is being used to 
throw light on epilepsy, mainly the 
so-called psychomotor seizure. 
It also has contributed to loca­ 
tion of certain lesions beneath the 
brain, an area which the standard 
technique didn’t reach from the 
outer eralnium. 
It is being used In studying cer­ 
tain psychosomatic conditions such 
as migraine and hypertension.

Boom Business 


For Ex-Convict 


MXDDLEPORT, Ohio (^ —Busi­ 
ness was booming today at a gro­ 
cery store operated by a former con­ 
vict In this southeastern Ohio vil­ 
lage of 3,500 persona. 
Village residents, whose petitions 
helped Joseph P. Simon win his 
freedom after nine years as a fugi­ 
tive from prison, dropped in to wel­ 
come him home. Simon walked out 
of Mansfield Reformatory yesterday 
with a commutation of sentence 
from Gov, Prank J. Lauacha. 
Simon, 28, was sentenced to a five 
to 15-year tom in 1541 for burglary 
and larcency, but escaped 10 months 
later. Twice he tried to give him­ 
self up, without success. 
During those nine years he fought 
In World War XL where he pick«! 
lip three battle stars and a citation; 
came home and married a local 
gill; became the father of three 
daughters; operated a restaurant 
and grocery and found a place in 
the hearts of his fellow citizens. 
But last Jan. 4 he was appre­ 
hended, this time he waa returned 
to prison. In 1541, 80 days after he 
escaped, he had reported voluntarily 
to Phoenix, Arls* police. But Ohio 
authorities insisted he pay his own 
way back to prison. Lacking the 
money, Simon joined the army In­ 
stead. 
After his discharge as a sergeant 
in 1545 he tried again. 
He said 
police “laughed his case off.” 
The third time authorities said 
the sentence must be served.

A new technique for recording the 
base of the* brain has widened the 
scope

electroencephalographic 
studies. It has been developed by 
Drs. Alejandro P. Arellano Z. of 
the medical school of San Marcos 
University, Lima, Peru, and P. D 
Jdao Lean.

The Department says a plant using 
12,000 bushels of grain a day could 
save more than $1,000 daily by shift­ 
ing to the new process. The esti­ 
mated saving was calculated on the 
basis of commercial scale experi­ 
ments at an Iowa distillery. 
The new product, known as "fun­ 
gal amylase," was worked out by 
Department scientists s t the north­ 
ern regional research laboratory a t 
Peoria, IU. 
Officials ssy the mold enzyme 
has no adverse effect on distilling 
operations or on the quality of the 
alcohol produced. Furthermore, they 
say by-product livestock feeds ob­ 
tained are practically identical with 
those derived from the usual m alt 
process.

Mold Cuts Cost Of 


Alcohol Production 


WASHINGTON OJB-The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has found a 
way to cut the cost of producing 
grain alcohol—substituting the use 
of mold for the traditional malt 
process. 


The Department says a plant using 
12,000 bushels of grain a day could 
save more than $1,000 daily by shift­ 
ing to the new process. The esti­ 
mated saving was calculated on the 
basis of commercial scale experi­ 
ments at an Iowa distillery. 
The new product, known as “fun­ 
gal amylase,” waa worked out by 
Department scientists at the north­ 
ern regional research laboratory at 
Peoria, HI. 
Officials say the mold enzyme 
has no adverse effect on distilling 
operations or on the quality of the 
alcohol produced. Furthermore, they 
say by-product livestock feeds ob­ 
tained are practically identical with 
those derived from the usual malt 
process.

She doesn't 
mind admitting that she is the 
first person, man or woman, ever 
to earn all three law degrees at 
Columbia University, including the 
doctor of science of law. 
Edith even admits painting some 
of the pictures on the wall of her 
parents* apartment and knitting 
the handsome afghan on the couch 
But there to one subject she likes 
to skip—the fact that she hasn't 
walked since she had polio at the 
age of 12.

Famed Arctic Explorer Tells 


Of Adventures On Expeditions 


As casually as if she were telling 
of a pleasure jaunt to New York, 
Miss Louise A. Boyd of San Rafael, 
famous explorer, 
recounted 
ad­ 
ventures of her hazardous expedi­ 
tions into the Arctic when she 
addressed the members of San Ra­ 
fael Improvement Club, of which 
she is an honorary officer, Tuesday. 
Geography has always been h ir 
forte, Mira Boyd said, and her great 
interest has always been in the 
northern latitudes. In 1924 she left 
Spitzbergen for her first trip north 
on a chartered ship, a small Nor­ 
wegian vessel. 
She took photo­ 
graphs which were to become the 
nucleus of a collection which the 
United States government and its 
War Department as well as the 
American Geographical Society has 
found invaluable. 
In 1926 Miss Boyd led her first 
expedition into northeastern Green­ 
land, photographing every type of 
sea ice in the Franz Josef Land. On 
each succeeding trip, (Miss Boyd 
made seven expeditions into the 
Arctic) she penetrated farther and 
farther north. She became expert 
in the use of the aero camera and 
from her photographs the American 
Geographical Society made maps of 
the region. She assembled a staff 
of specialists, and to these scien­ 
tists and her crew Miss Boyd gives 
great credit. However she was the 
leader of the expeditions and did 
all the photography. In 19*3 the 
members of the expedition traveled 
on foot for a month over northeast 
Greenland. “We worked long hours,” 
said Miss Boyd. “I walked 16 miles 
a day over glaciers carrying my 
cameras. We made camp at night 
and cooked on flagstones.” 
Life was rugged aboard the ship, 
too. Many times it was necessary 
to dynamite the ice which held the 
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ship fast. Is 19*3f tiit vessel was 


caught in an “ice pinch” and tipped 
to a 35 degree angle. 
“For two 
days we fought to get out,” the ex­ 
plorer said. Another time a fire 
started from the stove in the gal­ 
ley. The fire hoses were frozen. A 
bucket brigade was formed and the 
flames finally quelled. Miss Boyd 
had only taken “time out” to remove 
the dynamite which was stored un­ 
der her bunk. 
Soundings taken in the far north­ 
ern. waters as well as photograph* 
of the region are also valuable scien­ 
tific records. 
Sonic method of locating schools 
of fish to one of the indirect result* 
of a discovery made on the 1931 ex­ 
peditions. Soundings were being 
made from the ship when it was ap­ 
parent the line had not reached the 
ocean floor but was on a huge school 
of cod.

Boyd, when under secret orders from 
Washington, she went from Cape 
Farewell north to Smith’s Sound.

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Famed Arctic Explorer Tells 
Of Adventures On Expeditions 


Joann» Barbera Accepts

Joanne Barbera, who was grad­ 
uated last month from Tamalpais 
High school, has a position as sec­ 
retary at Crocker First National 
Bank of San Francisco.

As casually as if she were telling 
of a pleasure jaunt to New York, 
Miss Louise A. Boyd of San Rafael, 
famous explorer, recounted ad­ 
ventures of her hazardous expedi­ 
tions into the Arctic when she 
addressed the members of San Ra­ 
fael Improvement Club, of which 
she is an honorary officer, Tuesday. 
Geography has ahvays been hér 
forte, Miss Boyd said, and her great 
interest has always been in the 
northern latitudes. In 1924 she left 
Spitsbergen for her first trip north 
on a chartered ship, a small Nor­ 
wegian vessel. She took photo­ 
graphs which were to become the 
nucleus of a collection which the 
United States government and its 
War Department as well as the 
American Geographical Society has 
found invaluable. 
In 1926 Miss Boyd led her first 
expedition into northeastern Green­ 
land, photographing every type of 
sea ice in the Franz Josef Land. On 
each succeeding trip, (Miss Boyd 
made seven expeditions into the 
Arctic) she penetrated farther and 
farther north. She became expert 
in the use of the aero camera and 
from her photographs the American 
Geographical Society made maps of 
the region. She assembled a staff 
of specialists, and to these scien­ 
tists and her crew Miss Boyd gives 
great credit. However she was the 
leader of the expeditions and did 
all the photography. In 19ú3 the 
members of the expedition traveled 
on foot for a month over northeast 
Greenland. “We worked long hours,” 
said Min» Boyd. “I walked 16 miles 
» day over glaciers carrying my 
cameras. We made camp at night 
and cooked on flagstones.” 
Life was rugged aboard the ship, 
too. Many times it was necessary 
to dynamite the ice which held the 
■hip fait, m 1887 toa rease! was 


caught in an “ice pinch” and tipped 
to a 35 degree angle. “For two 
days we fought to get out,” the ex­ 
plorer said. Another time a fire 
started from the stove In the gal­ 
ley. The fire hoses were frozen. A 
bucket brigade was formed and the 
Names finally quelled. Miss Boyd 
had onlyvtaken “time out” to remove 
the dynamite which was stored un­ 
der her bunk. 
Soundings taken in the far north­ 
ern, waters as well as photographs 
of the region are also valuable scien­ 
tific records.

Marin county airport and fairgrounds com* 
mittee made a preliminary report to the board 
of supervisors this week. 
It was disappointing 
to backers of both the airport and the fair­ 
grounds. * 
The trouble was not that the report was not 
optimistic» it fairly bubbled with optimism. The 
trouble was that beneath the optimism and 
bright promise for the future, there were no 
solid facts to substantiate the attitude! 
It told in glowing terms what possibly might 
be erected at the proposed Santa Venetia site— 
everything from a rodeo to a swimming pool the 
size of Flcishhacker’s in San Francisco. It said 
airplanes taking off from the airport wouldn’t 
fly over new housing proposed there —but it 
didn’t say why not. 
It said there was ample 
land for both fairgrounds and an airport-but 
failed to answer the challenge of one of the 
supervisors that most of it was tidelands and 
nods filling. 
The Independent-]oumal has long supported 
a proper county fairgrounds and a proper county 
airport. 
This month an Independent-Journal 
writer, Don Davis, won a statewide contest for 
editorial excellence with a series he wrote on 
need for a county airport 
As a friend of the project then, we were dis­ 
turbed by the fact that too little was said in the 
committee's preliminary report Basically all it 
asked was that the supervisors should request 
site approval from the state. The rest of the 
report was merely window dressing. The super­ 
visors say the committee was supposed to get that 
approval as a part of its job. 
It will be no easy matter to convince a good 
many people that there should be a county air­ 
port. Another large segment will have to be 
sold on a county fairgrounds. Still a third group, 
including many of the agricultural communities, 
will have to be shown the value of a combined 
airport-fairgrounds. 
To do «11 this one thing is needed, and needed 
badly. That thing is facts. 
The airport and fairgrounds committee is well 
selected, with a complement of men capable of 
doing a real, effective job in uncovering the 
facts. 
It is too bad that their first report should 
have been so lacking in this essential ingredient. 
We trust that they are saving the full value of 
their investigations for revelation in their next 
report.

Coming City Elections 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 
On April 9th voters of San Rafael will decide 
changes In our City Charter. At the present time 
one must be a resident of San Rafael three years in 
order to qualify for an appointive or elective position. 
The proposed change will eliminate the three year 
clause in appointive jobs but the elective offices will 
remain the same. 
Several attempts have been made to change our 
present Charter by doing away with elective offices 
such as chief of police, poll« Judge, city attorney, 
city clerk and assessor, and make all offices appoin­ 
tive. This was defeated by an overwhelming majority, 
which proves the people would rather elect their rep­ 
resentatives. 
It has been the opinion of the majoirty that an 
elective chief of police of San Rafael would naturally 
have full control and power of his department the 
same as the sheriff, but such is not the case, Por in­ 
stance, if a city council took a dislike to a chief of 
police they could not fire him, but can discharge his 
men and appoint some of their own choice 'the ex­ 
cuse) for the good of the service! This would naturally 
cause dissention, disloyalty, undermining, etc.; the 
chief would be compelled to keep said offlcm *yid be 
responsible for their acts. 
About ten years ago Judge Butler ruled that under 
our present Charter the council has the power to 
appoint and discharge employees over the protest of 
an elective official. So unless a change is made any 
city council til it so wished) can make a political 
football of a department that is expected to protect 
the citizens! Bear in mind that this procedure of ap­ 
pointing and discharging may be all right under an 
appointed head, but it is all wrong and unjust so far 
as an elective official is concerned. 
Suppose our board of supervisor! had the power of 
dismissing and appointing over our district attorney 
and sheriff. What a fine state of affairs—an elective 
official responsible to the people without power to 
appoint or discharge deputies who are expected to 
assist him in upholding the laws! The same would 
apply to our county assessor and all other elective 
county officials. So long as we are to have an impor­ 
tant change in our three year clause, why not give 
the chief of police power to appoint and discharge 
his subordinates? After all he is elected to do a job, 
why shouldn’t he be given the power and control as 
he must answer to the people for his acts, and can 
tfe recalled or voted out of office If he fads to perform 
his duties; the responsibility rests upon his shoulders. 
At the present time if any one should complain to 
any chief of police in regards to an officer in the de­ 
partment he could avoid responsibility by saying he 
cannot do anything; take the complaint to the city 
conned. Knowing full wed many citizen» do not with 
to be quoted and dislike publicity, the complaint die* 
a natural death. This would be buck-passing and pro­ 
tecting said officer. Bear in mind t£at whenever an 
employee knows he has one bQs* you will find better 
cooperation and less dissention. Even in some so- 
called civil service eases the heads of departments 
know that a subordinate is disloyal and causing dia- 
aentton still he cannot be fired due to protection tar 
civil service. 
So long as we are to vote on a change the ooundl 
shall have power to designate the number to be em­ 
ployed and set the salaries but the elected official will 
have the power and control also to appoint or 
charge any subordinate In his department.

Seen Periled By Korean War 


MINNEAPOLIS OLD—The Korean 
war and any other conflict it leads 
to will force a cut in the American 
standard of living, a survey in­ 
dicate!. 
That is so régardless of how the 
fight is financed, thq family eco­ 
nomics bureau of the Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Company 
reports. 
The bureau said the effects of 
the war on the way Americans live 
will be felt whether “we adopt the 
high-tax, pay-aa-we-go method or 
the inflationary government bor­ 
rowing method of financing the war 
effort."

. . . unleu the American people 
wholeheartedly support a reaiistid 
pay-as-we-go program." 
EFFECT THE SAME 
The report said the effects of 
the war would be felt even if the 
war effort is a minor one. It ex­ 
plained: 
"Unlike our situation before the 
last war, we have very little idle 
labor or unused plant capacity; the 
steel industry la operating at 100 
per cent capacity. 
"Unemployment amounts to no 
man than five per cent of the labor 
force, hardly more than the normal 
float of workers from one job to 


It drew the conclusion that great­ 
er war production meant smaller 
civilian production and leu civilian 
goods per person.

win be high and fairly comfortable 
the report said, providing Ameri­ 
cans do not begin to compete for 
the scarcer goods with more abund­ 
ant dollars.

Mass Fear Pumps 
Much Gas Into 
Inflation Balloon

NEW YORK. (/P)— Mass fear has pumped 
much gas into the inflation balloon in the 
opinion of some economists. 
Inflation is a fact and can become an exploiive 
one. But much of it, they say, has risen from 
a state of mind which the facts themselves so far 
haven’t borne out. 
Here is the picture of America in early 1951 
as some economists see it. 
Artificial scarcities in the midst of abundance, * 
Spiraling prices based on exaggerated fears. 
Customers haunted by warnings of possible 
shortages in the indefinite future crowding into 
over-stocked stores. Businessmen counting their 
customers and rushing to pile up inventories in 
spite of record industrial output. Manufacturers 
expanding plant facilities and scrambling for 
raw materials. 
A man-made inflation built 
upon a pyramid of scares. 
Bilt the economists ask you to look at some 
of the consumer items people fear will be short: 
Auto production continues at a peak rate. 
Last year more than fa/t million cars were built. 
Some say output will be cut back 40 per cent by 
midsummer. That would still leave the annual 
rate at 3^ million new can. 
Television sets rolled out at a 7i/J million clip 
last year, more than double the production of 
1949. About lOpJ million families own sets, and 
only about \5]/t million families within tele­ 
vision's range don’t have them. 
Some can’t 
afford them. Some don't want them. 


GOVERNMENT CONTROLS of materials 
could cut this year’s production back by about 
35 per cent That would leave production still 
at five million sets. And television maken say 
that redesigning and huge savings in critical 
materials in making sets can push production 
about five million this year. 
Home building was supposed to have been 
given a death blow by credit restrictions. But 
the Labor Department reports more new homes 
started last month than in any January in his­ 
tory, and expects this February to top any 
previous February. 
Exaggerated fears have caused much of the 
buying spree by consumers and businessmen, 
some economists say. And some think the gov­ 
ernment played a part by telegraphing, its every 
punch. 
They cite the string of warnings of 
shortages to come, of controls to come, of price 
and wage freezes to come. 
That aroused the'public against the danger 
of inflation, all right. But the aroused public 
went right into the stores, the factories, the smelt­ 
ers, and bought everything it could lay its hands 
on, bidding up prices, creating tight supplies, 
these economists contend. And that buying urge 
helped send inflation on its merry way. 


THERE’LL BE ENOUGH gasoline for all the 
Sunday drivers and all the military forces this 
summer, without rationing and with about the 
same octane rating they now buy —barring an 
all-out War. 
Oil economists say today they feel sure of this, 
but they add: the defense program—still in its 
warming-up stage—may put pressure on oil at the 
ir.dustrial-power and home-heating levels. The 
industry has the facilities to meet demands as 
now foreseen, but there might be a tight pinch. 
And it could cost $5 billion or more, some oil 
economists estimate, to put the nation's oil facili­ 
ties into a comfortable position to meet all 
military, industrial mobilization, and civilian 
demands in this highly seasonal industry—and be 
ready for emergencies. 


THE NATION is expected to want 10 per 
cent more gasoline ^ ¡s summer than last. The 
oil industry has the facilities to provide it, and 
the Petroleum Administration for Defense says 
today it has abandoned iti plan to put ceilings 
on civilian gasoline octanes. 
Military demand for gasoline will be only 
about five per cent of the total consumed. Last 
year the armed services took an average of 
240,000 barrels a day, and this year’s daily aver­ 
age may rise to 375,000. 
It need not affect 
civilian supplies. 
The real rub—if there is one—would come next 
winter. The rapidly increasing demand for oil 
products needed to power and heat the nation's 
expanding industrial plant, run its trains and 
ships, heat a sizable portion of its homes—ill 
will reach the usual seasonal peak next winter, 
with defense production needs added.

Strange Lung Disease 
Mystifies Doctors 
With Its Mildness 


Attention has r e c e n t l y been 
called to a rather strange lung 
disease which mystifies by its mild­ 
ness. From the n a t u r e of the 
changes it brings about in the 
lung tissue, which are somewhat 
similar to those of tuberculosis, 
one would expect the health of 
patients to be severely damaged, 
but this is not the case. 
The disorder begins as a pneu­ 
monia. But it is a pneumonia with 
a difference in that it is not 
caused by germs or viruses as is 
ordinarily the case, but by fungi 
known as coccidioides. In most 
cases this type of pneumonia is 
difficult to distinguish from those 
caused by germs, since it causes 
auch similar symptoms. In some 
cases, however, they may be very 
mild. 


REAL SURPRISE 
The real surprise, however, comes 
in its after-effects. In many cases 
it leaves decided cavities Ot nod­ 
ules in the lungs, together with; 
much scar tissue and calcium de­ 
posits; but, notwithstanding this 
widespread damage, patient« are 
for the most part practically with­ 
out symptoms. 
Unlike tuberculosis, the lung 
condition does not spread after 
the acute attack has subsided. 
Futhermore there is little liklihood 
of contagion, that is, spread of 
the disorder from the infected 
person to ethers. 
Though there are cavities in the 


lung, and loss of weight in some 
Instances, removal of lung tissue 
does not seen advisable. In fact, 
hardly any treatment at all is 
necessary, unless there is some typo 
of lung hemorrhage. 
It is important, however, that 
the condition of coccidioidomy­ 
cosis be recognized when it oc­ 
curs, and that the course of the 
condition be followed by repeated 
X-ray examination of the lungs, 


RESEMBLES TUBERCULOSIS 
Since the disorder resembles 
tuberculosis so closely, wt are for­ 
tunate in having a test which 
makes the diagnosis ture. This is 
a skin test, made by injecting into 
the skin a substance known a« 
coccidioidin, and noting whether 
redness of the skin occurs at the 
point of injection. 
The condition is by no means 
as rare as was formerly supposed, 
a Urge number of such infection« 
having occurred among veteran« 
of World War 33 who were sta­ 
tioned In desert spots where they 
came in contact with dust con­ 
taining the coccidioides fungi. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. L.: What would cause a let 
of pain in the left shoulder? 
Answer: Pain in the shoulder 
may be due to a variety of disturb­ 
ances, such as inflammation of 
the muscles, nerves or joints; to 
some circulatory disorder; to a 
disturbance in the spine, or to 
some disorder affecting the nerv­ 
ous system in general. 
You are in need of thorough 
study to determine the cause be­ 
fore treatment can be suggested.

Coming City Elections 
Editor, Independent-Journal : 
On April 9th voters of San Rafael will decide 
changes In our City Charter. At the present tima 
one must be a resident of San Rafael three years In 
order to qualify for an appointive or elective position. 
The proposed change will eliminate the three year 
clause in appointive Jobs but the elective offices will 
remain the same. 
Several attempts have been made to change our 
present Charter by doing away with elective offices 
such aa chief of police, police Judge, city attorney, 
city clerk and assessor, and make all offices appoin­ 
tive. This was defeated by an overwhelming majority, 
which proves the people would rather elect their rep­ 
resentatives. 
It has been the opinion of the majolrty that an 
elective chief of police of San Rafael would naturally 
have full control and power of his department the 
same as the sheriff, but such is not the case. For in­ 
stance, if a city council took a dislike to a chief of 
police they could not fire him, but can discharge his 
men and appoint some of their own choice (the ex­ 
cuse) for the good of the service! This would naturally 
cause dissention, disloyalty, undermining, etc.; the 
chief would be compelled to keep said officers and be 
responsible for their acts. 
About ten years ago Judge Butler ruled that under 
our present Charter the council has the power to 
appoint and discharge employees over the protest of 
an elective official Bo unless a phange is made any 
city council (if it so wished) can make a political 
football of a department that is expected to protect 
the citizens! Bear in mind that this procedure of ap­ 
pointing and discharging may be all right under an 
appointed head, but it is all wrong and unjust so far 
as an elective official is concerned. 
Suppose our board of supervisors hid the power of 
dismissing and appointing over our district attorney 
and sheriff. What a fine state of affairs—An elective 
official responsible to the people without power to 
appoint or discharge deputies who are expected to 
assist him in upholding the laws! The 
would 
apply to our county assessor and all other elective 
county officials. So long as we are to have an impor­ 
tant change in our three year clause, why not give 
the chief of police power to appoint and discharge 
his subordinates? After an he is elected to do a job, 
why shouldn’t he be given the power and control as 
he must answer to the people for his acts, and can 
tfc recalled or voted out of office if he fails to perform 
his duties; the responsibility rests upon hie shoulders. 
At the present time if any one should complain to 
any chief of police in regards to an officer in the de­ 
partment he could avoid responsibility by saying he 
cannot do anything; take the complaint to the city 
council. Knowing full well many citizens do not wish 
to be quoted and dislike publicity, the complaint dies 
a natural death. This would be buck-passing and pro­ 
tecting said officer. Beer in mind that whenever an 
employee knows he has one boss you will find better 
cooperation and less dissention. Even in some so- 
called civil service eases the heads of departments 
know that a subordinate is disloyal and causing dis­ 
sention still he cannot be fired due to protection by 
civil service.

NEW YORK (>P)— Mass fear has pumped 
much gas into the inflation balloon in the 
opinion of some economists. 
Inflation is a fact and can become an explosive 
one. But much of it, they say, has risen from 
a state of mind which the facts themselves so far 
haven't borne out. 
Here is the picture of America in early 1951 
as some economists see it. 
Artificial scarcities in the midst of abundance. 
Spiraling prices based on exaggerated fears. 
Customers haunted by warnings of possible 
shortages in the indefinite future crowding into 
over stocked stores. Businessmen counting their 
customers and rushing to pile up inventories in 
spite of record industrial output. Manufacturers 
expanding plant facilities and scrambling for 
raw materials. 
A man-made inflation built 
upon a pyramid of scares. 
Bat the economists ask you to look at some 
of the consumer items people fear will be shott: 
Auto production continues at a peak rate. 
Last year more than 6i/t million cars were built. 
Some say output will be cut back 40 per cent by 
midsummer. That would still leave the annual 
rate at 
million new cars. 
Television sets rolled out at a 7|4 million dip 
last year, more than double the production of 
1949. About IO1/2 million families own sets, and 
only about 15^ million families within tele­ 
vision’s range don’t have them. 
Some can't 
afford them. Some don*t want them.

Strange Lung Disease 
Mystifies Doctors 
With Itsjdildness 


Attention has r ec e n t l y been 
called to a rather strange lung 
disease which mystifies by its mild­ 
ness. From the n a t u r e of the 
changes it brings about in the 
lung tissue, which are somewhat 
similar to those of tuberculosis, 
one would expect the health of 
patients to be severely damaged, 
but this is not the case. 
The disorder begins as a pneu­ 
monia. But it Is a pneumonia with 
a difference In that it is not 
caused by germs or viruses as is 
ordinarily the case, but by fungi 
known as coccldloldes. In most 
cases this type of pneumonia is 
difficult to distinguish froin those 
caused by germs, since it causes 
such similar symptoms. In some 
cases, however, they may be very 
mild. 


REAL SURPRISE 
The real surprise, however, comes 
In its after-effects. In many cases 
it leaves decided cavities o. nod­ 
ules in the lungs, together with, 
much scar tissue and calcium de­ 
posits; but, notwithstanding this 
widespread damage, patients are 
for the most part practically with­ 
out symptoms. 
Unlike tuberculosis, the lung 
condition does not spread after 
the acute attack has subsided. 
Futhermore there is little liklihood 
of contagion, that is, spread of 
the disorder from the infected 
person to others.

Th is is 
a skin test, made by injecting into 
the skin a substance known as 
coccidioidin, and noting whether 
redness of the skin occurs at the 
point of injection. 
The condition is by ho mesne 
as rare as was formerly supposed, 
a large number of such infections 
having occurred among veterans 
of World War n who were sta­ 
tioned in desert spots where they 
came in contact witt) dust con­ 
taining the coccldioidee fungi.

Traveling oost* are always given 
very careful scrutiny by Uncle Sam. 
Therefore It is always a good idea 
to make up a separate schedule 
detailing your traveling expenses 
and attach this schedule to your 
tax return. This is true regardless 
of which way you deduct them. 
It is a good Idea to have some 
kind of evidence to show that you 
actually made the tripe. It is even 
better to have your hotel bills, etc.

"Travel i n g ex­ 
penses as per list 
attached’* and deduct the amount 
from your salary or wages. Make 
a detailed list of your traveling 
expenses and be sure to point out 
that they were all incurred while 
you were away from home for at 
least overnight. If they were In­ 
curred while you were not away 
from home, then deduct them as 
below: 
Traveling costs that you had: 
1—In connection with your em­ 
ployment and while not away from 
home; 
3—In connection with the produc­ 
tion of taxable income and either 
away or not away from home; 
are deductible from your adjusted 
gross income In figuring your net 
tachín income. This Is done on 
page 3 of the tax return form under 
miscellaneous. 
Traveling costs that you had In 
connection with medical 'CiflüTCi' are 
deductible as medical costs. They 
arc subject to the same limitations 
as any other medical costs and are 
treated in exactly the same way 
aa other medical costs. 
Traveling eosto are always given 
very careful scrutiny by Uncle Sam. 
Therefore It is always a good idea 
to make up a separate schedule 
detailing your traveling expenses 
and attach this schedule to your 
tax return. This Is true regardless 
of which way you deduct them 
It is a good idea to have some 
kind of evidence to show that you 
actually made the trips. It is even 
better to have your hotel bills, etc. 
Uncle Sam understands that you 
cannot get receipts for every Item 
of traveling expense. However, you 
should have some real evidence 
that you did actually make the 
trips for which you are claiming a 
traveling expense deduction.
